Addressing the crowd at the con- 
clusion of the match, Jordan de- 
clared that he had never met 
or 


seen Bowser's equal at his weight. 
"I have been in the wrestling game 
for nine years," he said, "and have 
engaged in more than 700 contests, 
but this is the first time I have ever 
been defeated by a man lighter than 
myself." 
He declared that Newark 


should be proud to be represented 
on the wrestling mat by a man of 
Bowser's ability. 


A small crowd of wrestling fans 


witnessed the bout. This is assign- 
ed to the fact that there were nu- 
merous counter attractions, there 
being several dances, a big lodge 
meeting and 
other 
events 
which 


drew heavily on the past patrons of 
the wrestling matches here. 


The men climbed onto the plat- 


form at 9 o'clock and after a short 
conference with 
Referee 
Webber 


time was called and 
the 
athletes 


grappled. 
After a short struggle for 


advantage they went to the mat with 
Jordan on top. 


For the first half hour the two 


men struggled with determination. 
Several times Jordan threatened to 
overcome the 
local 
favorite, 
the 


scissor lock on the body, the same 


hold on the head and the toe hold 
being his most formidable forms of 
attack. 
All three of these meth- 


ods seemed to cause Bowser much 
discomfort, the great strength and 
weight of Jordan 
threatening 
to 


give the New Yorker the first fall. 


Each time Bowser 
managed 
to 


stand the severe punishment, at the 
same time conserving his strength 
for the effort to free himself from a 
dangerous position. 


As Bowser succeeded in escaping 


from each hold, he speeded up his 
work before Jordan had an oppor- 
tunity to recover from his exertions.

The natural 
length of life of our smaller birds is 
calculated to be eight or ten years, but 
probably not one in a thousand reaches 
that age.

Nevertheless many 
persona with liue persiiamoa trees in 
their possession are ali.uw-mg the fruit 
to go to waste, eirhcr through i£- 
uorauco of the many uses to which it 
may ba put or through prejudice. 
There is a saying in the persimmon 
country that pcrsirarauus tire "good for 
dogs, hogs and 'possums." This, hovr- 
ever. is declared to be a gross injustice 
to a very valuable product. 


One reason for the neglect of this 


fruit is the mistaken .idea that per- 
simmons are unfit to cat until they 
have been touched by frost 
As a 


natter of fact, much of the best fruit" 
is lost every year because It ripens and 
falls to the ground, where, not being 
touched by frost, it is left to rot Such 
persimmons as are not edible before 
frost comes are a late variety of the 
fruit, and the reason that they pucker 
the mouth is because they have not 
yet. ripened. In general, the best fruit 
is that which ripens jiist before th> 
leaves fall.

The forty-second state contention 


of the Ohio Young Men's Christian As* 
soclation, which has been in session 
at tbe First Presbyterian cburcb for 
two days, came to a close last night, 
following a six o'clock dinner in the 
basement of the church and an ad- 
dress by Dr. Emory W. Hunt, P. D., 
of Newton Center, Mass., 
formerly 


president of Oenlson university. 


Tbe convention was one of the 


most successful ever held from the 
ptandpoint of attendance, interest, 
co-operation and educational 
pur- 


poses along the theme of "The Ohio 
Boy." 
The local board and Secre- 
tary F. L. Johnson, of the local Y. 
>I. C. A. and 
the 
committee 
in 


charge of the convention are to be 
highly commended for tbe excellent 
manner in which the convention was 
carried out and for the treatment ac- 
corded visiting delegates. 


As an illustration of the effec- 


tiveness of a convention of the sort 
just closed, Mr. J. P. Lichtyof the 
state committee, while at dinner re- 
lated an incident that came 
under 


his observation but a 
few nights 


ago. 
In a small Ohio town a group 


of young men formed a party and 
attended a Y. M. C. A. convention 
in Newark Just twenty years ago. 
Upon their return home the group 
immediately formed a Bible class 
and became so strong in their belief 
of this kind of work that they were 
soon named the "Knockers Club." 
That same club after a period of 20 
years still is in existence in 
this 


town and it was Mr. Lichty's good 


Hudson river. It is a gratification 
to be called bere to talk about tbe 
boys and I want to say that I would 
go to bell If I thought there were 
any boys tbere that I could do some- 
thing -for. 


"In the adjustment and re-adjust- 


ment of affairs of the 
boys, 
men 


sometimes lose sight of tbe deli- 
cate sense that enables them to see 
things as tbe boy does. 
When an 


institution has lost its power of re- 
adjustment to what is going on its 
days are short. No other organiza- 
tion but the Y. M. C. A. can success- 
fully carry out this* re-adjustment 
policy with the boy. 


"The Y. M. C. A. first started in 


England and has expanded until to- 
day we are looking forward to its 
including the large scope of all men 
in its organization."
